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New Rector of Christ Church, Alameda 


The Rev. Walter Sumner Walters, rector of the 
Church of the Redeemer, St. Louis, Missouri, has been 
called to succeed Dean Shires as rector of Christ 
Church, Alameda. 

Mr. Walters comes to his new work with a prepara- 
tion and background of broad and varied experience 
which promises a period of vital and intelligent lead- 
oy the large congregation of Christ Church. He 
was born in Newark, New Jersey, is a graduate of 
Trenton High School, Princeton aiversilg and Gen- 
eral Theological Seminary, New York City, the latter 
of which the Rev. Mr. Shires is also a graduate. Mr. 
Walters has the degree of M. A. from Columbia Uni- 
versity and B. D. earned in recent years at St. Louis. 
He was ordained deacon in 1922 by the Bishop of New 
Jersey and priest in 1923 by the Bishop of Kansas. 

Mr. Walters’ first parish was St. Andrew’s, Fort 
Scott, Kansas, where he was rector for seven years. 


His second church was the Church of the Redeemer,

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The Archdeacon’s Letier.. . . 


Dear People in the Diocese of California: 

I have just had a wonderful trip through the Salinas 
Valley amd especially im the part near the Wayside 
Cross. I had the pleasure of visiting nearly everyone 
at Parkfield. If ever the valleys were beautiful it has 
been this year. Thousands of people have been driving 
down to see the gorgeous wildflowers. It would be fine 
if the diocesan pilgrimage could be held at this time 
but the weather is too uncertain. Owing to various 
conflicts it has been necessary to postpone the pilgrim- 
age till June 2. 

Some of you-have not heard of the Bay Clericus. It 
is an organization of the clergy near Monterey Bay. It 
meets now and then and combines the social features 
of a Monday Club with the intellectual features of the 
Seminar. The last meeting was with the Rev. Ernest 
Bradley at St. John’s, Del Monte, and the discussion 
was led by the Rev. Harold Jenkins, who told of his 
experiences with the “ ” The seven members 
present drove over to Pacific Grove, where they called 
on their sick member, the Rev. A. E. Clay, whom they 
found nearly well—at least, well enough to see seven 
persons at one time. By the following Sunday Mr. Clay 
had continued to improve to the extent of walking into 
his chureh. 

Under the effective Ike ip of Mr. H. Robert 

Braden the Field Department has started off with a 
view to keeping the laymen busy. The Laymen’s Labor 
Day Conference is again under the chairmanship of 
Mr. Harlan Kessler, with Mr. Anderson Thomas as 
vice-chairman. I am sure that means a good confer- 
ence. 
Several years ago I helped prepare some sob-sister 
stuff about salaries of diocesan missionaries. I sup- 
pose there are still some who think that is the way to 
interest people in missions. I am sorry, for I now think 
such an appeal is the “bunk.” The laborer is worthy 
of his hire. And the Province has said that there is a 
minimum salary and that it should be adhered to; it 
is only $150 and house for a clergyman and his wife, 
with travel allowance if such is needed. The burden 
of emphasis in raising funds should be on the worth- 
whileness of the work to be done and not on the small- 
ness of ‘the salary paid. If the salary scale is ‘too low, 
then it ‘should be raised and I think there should be 
some provision for a gradual increase after years of 
service. . 

Incidentally there are conditions in California which 
tend to keep the salaries of the clergy lower than in 
other places. Men come here for reasons of health and 
are so anxious for work that they will undertake it at 
less thana “living wage;” or they have a small income 
from other sources and by willingness to work for a 
small amount tend to lower the whole scale in this 
Province and certainly in this State. This is what an 
eastern Bishop told me and I rather think there is 
some truth in it. 

One of the pleasures of being Archdeacon is the op- 
portunity it gives to become acquainted with leaders in 
the Chureh. Escorting Dr. Francis M. Wei was one 
such opportunity. To know that such men are in 
charge of our missionary colleges and are the roduct 
of them is ‘to give one renewed interest in the mis- 
sions of ‘the Church in foreign lands. It would have 
been great if Dr. Wei could have spent a month in- 
stead of a few days in the Diocese. 

Finally, ‘my brethren and sisteren, if there is any- 
thing happening in ‘your local ‘areas, please send in the 
news to The Pacific Churchman or I shall be tempted 
to tell what I know and then I may get into trouble. 


The Publicity Department wants you to do the telling. 
However, | am ready to talk about what I know and 
I have this day taken forty pictures to be made into 
slides, so I can tell the story of the Diocese with the 
lantern.

As our first Lent in the Cathedral draws to a close our 
hearts are filled with gratitude for the spiritual values that 
have marked its quiet days.

This report ‘from ‘St. Mark’s ‘Church, Berkeley, 
marks its third regular monthly. We hope they may 
give helpful suggestions to younger parishes and that 
they may not be as slow as we were in following the 
best course. When Bishop Parsons was our rector he 
was most anxious for our parish organizations to 


work ‘together. At his suggestion we tried it. Many 


were not of one mind about it and so we each strug- 
gled along our own path. It was great short-sighted- 
ness. Now for some time past the Parish Guild and 
the Woman’s Auxiliary have worked hand in hand. 
It serves a double purpose—all our workers learn of 
the work of the Woman’s Auxiliary as well as that 
of the parish. I hope before long all the parishes in 
the Diocese may adopt this plan. We can assure you 
success. 

St. Mark’s Guild for many years has had one 
Lenten responsibility, among others, that is for each 
member to earn a Lenten dollar. It has been done in 
many and devious ways. The returns from this have 
always come in the neighborhood of $100. On the 
first Wednesday after Easter we meet and have a 
jolly time. Each tells in rhyme how she earned her 
dollar. Members have often found that their idea 
brings in much more than a single dollar. We re- 
a Lenten dollars from former members now in 
Then I may add, since the Guild and the Woman’s 
Auxiliary are one, so our gift has steadily increased. 
This fund makes it possible for us to give a liberal 
Easter offering. 


In St. Mark’s Parish there is a most unique organ- 
ization called St. Mark’s Choral Club. Two years ago 
it was suggested by Madame Vanin, who is soloist of 
the choir. She has a group of twenty-two women who 
were organized for the purpose of helping their 
church and the community by their concerts. They 
have given three concerts at St. Mark’s, the receipts 
from which have been given to the special needs of 
the church. They gave a free concert at the Home 
for the Blind in Oakland. At the Church of the Good 
Shepherd, West Berkeley, their services gave that 
struggling mission $25. Anything they do is clear 
profit, for the members insist upon buying their own 
music. Madame Vanin gives her time and services— 
all the direction and practices are held by her. At 
present the Choral Club is providing the music for 
our special Wednesday evening services during Lent. 
St. Mark’s is fortunate in having a leader like Ma- 
dame Vanin.

Rev. Ernest Bradley’s Golden Jubilee 

On Sunday, March 31, the Rev. Ernest Bradley, 
rector of St. John’s Chapel, Del Monte, celebrated his 
golden jubilee in the ministry of our Lord. The 
chapel was filled with his parishioners and friends 
and he was the recipient of many tokens of appre- 
ciation. Instead of the usual sermon, he spoke on 
“The Days of My Life,” saying in part: 

When one has arrived within two years of the al- 
lotted span of life and, moreover, has served fifty 
years to the day of the allotted span in the ministry 
of our Lord, one may be forgiven if one grows 
reminiscent. The rector spoke of his youth and of his 
radical conversion, of his early ministry in the slums 
of Whitechapel, and the jungle villages of India and 
Ceylon; of evangelistic work among the mill opera- 
tives of Lancashire cities; of his university life in 
America, finally entering the ministry of the Episco- 
pal Church. His early days were full of enthusiasm 
and adventure; the middle years full of hopeful en- 
deavor; and the later years frought a somewhat sub- 
dued spirit and a prayer that he might grow old 

cefully and then when the “shadows lengthen and 
fhe evening comes and the busy world is hushed and 
the fever of life is over and his work done, a safe 
lodging, a holy rest and peace.” He realized that he 
had ‘been a good deal of a religious and intellectual 
Ishmaelite but now, like Jacob, he had come to be a

dweller in tents. From the soapbox of a slum worker, 
from the jungles of India, from the rostrum of an 
evangelist to the discussions of a philosophic class 
room was about as wide a jump as one could take; 
from a portable library consisting of the Bible, Cru- 
den’s Concordance and Wesley’s Notes to research 
work in a scientific laboratory was about as difficult 
a transition as one could expect to achieve. By ‘the 
grace of God he was what he was. The Lord -had 
been good to him and His mercy endureth forever. 
He had seen many changes. He had seen the hetero- 
doxy of yesterday become the orthodoxy of today. He 
had doubted much and had been honest enough to 
doubt himself but he had never doubted God, he had 
never lost his faith in Christ. He had kept, at least, 
evangelical in spirit if not always in mind. Now he 
hoped he was safe. He paid a tribute to his wife, now 
of blessed memory—an elect lady who in gracious, 
household ways and unobtrusive service for others, 
served the King who claims the fealty of all Chris- 
tian hearts. She was the most wonderful of mothers 
and as a wife her price was “far above rubies.” It 
was fitting that in these reminiscences she be given 
“the fruit of her hands and praise in the gates.” On 
the whole, life had been good to him and his minis- 
try full of joy. He had no disillusionments and thank- 
ed God for his many friends and for the greatest 
privilege that can come to a man—fifty years in the 
ministry of Jesus. It is to ask, with Douglas Mallock: 


“Fifty years, is it long I wonder? 
Well, some might call it a long, long time— 
With its days of rain, with its nights of thunder, 
With its vales to cross and its hills to climb. 


“But fifty years is a little season, 
With so much to dream and so much to do; 
And every day has its own good reason, 
So what is another day or two? 
“Fifty years that are given to giving 
Will lay no load on the happy heart; 
- Yes, fifty years of a life worth living 
To do our work and play our part. 
“If no task can tire us, no doubt can swerve us, 
From the kindly deeds that the hands employ; 
Then fifty years in the Master’s service 
Is a thing of peace and a crown of joy.”

A diocesan meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary was 
held at Grace Cathedral, March 4. The speaker of the 
afternoon was Dr. Francis Wei of Central College, 
China. He was introduced by Canon Ridgely of the 
Cathedral, who gave a short sketch of his life and told 
some of their experiences when they were co-workers 
in China. Dr. Wei was one of the outstanding person- 
ages at the General Convention in Atlantic City and it 
‘was a great privilege to hear him in San Francisco, 
where he stayed a few days before sailing for home. 
He spoke of the discouraging cuts which had been 
made at nearly every recent meeting of the National 
Council and said that having been told the resources 
of the Church were unlimited he felt that the would 
like to look the situation over for himself. A Harvard 
graduate, he was able to finance his trip, attend Gen- 
eral Convention and still have some money left to take 
back to his college by lecturing at eastern universities 
on conditions in China. Dr. Wei has held conferences 
with Church people in several places and on the whole 
has found the women better informed and more inter- 
ested in missions than the men. Where there was lack 
of interest it was usually due to lack of knowledge. He 
spoke of the anti-Christian movement in China, which 
had been aroused by the success of the Church and is 
now a thing of the past.

It is, however, most decidedly a book to be 
read and absorbed by such minister, for the illumina- 
tion it will give to his thinking and for the inspira- 
tion it will bring to his soul. We say, somewhat glibly 
at times that “the cross is central in Christianity.” 
Dr. Guthrie believes this with mind and heart and 
has given a fruitful ministry to showing what that 
sentence really means; and here is a condensed and 
glowing demonstration of the truth. 


Four friends, in “forewords,” have provided appre- 
ciations of the book. They are Dr. Bowie, the Rev. 
Malcolm Douglas, Dr. Reiland and Dr. Gavin. I cull 
a sentence or two from each and weave them to- 
gether to stand as a revealing description: 


“He does not hand out neat little packages of in- 
formation to be digested comfortably by complacent 
minds. He is a torch-bringer and a firebrand. He ex- 
plodes his ideas like corruscating stars of a bursting 
rocket. He startles men into awareness.” “The book 
is charged with high emotion, the genuine work of a 
man for whom Christ is all in all. He is emancipated 
from the savage inheritance of sacrificial superstition. 
For its author, Christ is lord of lords and the cross 
is God unveiled.” “His acquaintance with universal 
worship and the searching of the human spirit is 
greater than that of any man I ever met. He seems 
to know man and need not that anybody shall tell 
him; and he has given us a good many things that 
should have been written but never have been written 
by anybody before.” “May it be for profit and edifi- 
cation, an opportunity of grace and a means toward 
an experience which turns spiritual knowledge into 
deeply perceived realization.”

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Forum of Churchwomen 


Do you believe that Christianity can overcome con- 
ditions as they exist today? “Yes!” enthusiastically 
responded forty women from the auxiliaries in the 
bay region, at a forum meeting held on February 
25, at the Cathedral Chapter House. 


Dean Newell of St. Margaret’s House, Berkeley, 
opened the meeting with a prayer for fellowship. 
Mrs. B. F. Nourse, chairman of the group, gave the 
hackground of the question, saying that it came up 
in discussion after a review of “God, Man and So 
ciety” by Damont last fall at the B Branch, Trinity, 
San Francisco’s book review group. Mrs. George La 
Farge, who reviewed the book at that time, was 
introduced and gave a brilliant summary of Mr. Da- 
mont’s message. In part she said: “The Christian 
world order must be considered not only as a posi- 


tive standard of reference but also as a redemptive . 


power. Religion has an essential task in drawing 
within her field of salvation the social problems of 
mankind. The Church must offer the personal guid- 
ance and the spiritual power necessary to bend the 
social structure to becoming an instrument of the 
divine purpose. The central truth of religion is that 
the will of God can and must reign in all spheres of 
human activity. The church must carry into secular 
activities the message of man’s common humanity— 
quoting from Dante’s “de Monarchia,” “O! race of 
mankind! what storms must toss thee, what losses 
must thou endure, what shipwrecks must buffet thee, 
as long as thou, a beast of many heads, strivest after 
contrary things.” 

Discussion from the floor brought out that social 
unrest, unemployment, rumors of war, extreme na- 
tionalism, religious persecution and changes in fam- 
ily life were a part of conditions as they exist today. 

The chairman then asked the following question: 
“Can you explain the paradox, a growing peace senti- 
ment and a growing danger of war?” This broughi 
out the thought that peace movements, the World 
Court, League of Nations and disarmament confer- 
ences deter aggressiveness in nations but the basic 
causes for war are economic. The efforts being made 
by Kagawa in Japan to bring economic security by 
co-operative markets and co-operative unions was 
spoken of. The sant gospel schools teaching love 
of soil, love of God and love of neighbor prove that 
man’s adjustment to his environment, to God and to 
himself brings peace. 

“If peace,” said Mrs. Nourse, “is to be brought about 
by what Damont calls a just ordering of human life, 
that is, justice in human relationships, how are we to 
determine what shall constitute a ‘just ordering of hu- 
man life?’ In other words, how are we to judge the 
rightness or wrongness of social conditions?” The re- 
sponse, in brief, was that the failure to respect person- 

ity, whether of ourselves or others, is the cause of 
most social injustices. A Christian puts human values 
above material values. 

“The Christian ideal, the oneness of humanity, will 
be worked out from God, through man to society, the 
title of Damont’s book,” continued the chairman. “If 
we, as individual churchwomen, are to have any part 
in the achievement of this ideal we must begin with 


change in ourselves—our attitudes must broaden, we — 


must be tolerant socially, religiously and racially.” 
Miss Esther Brown, a national field worker, spoke 
for a few minutes on the racial aspect of tolerance. 
The meeting closed with a brief talk by Mrs. Harry 
T. Thompson. In quoting from “Intolerance” by Gar- 
rison, she said: “Exorcise fear and hatred, cease to 


judge men by classes, recognize self-interest and group- 
interest for what they are and keep them in their right 
a respect human rights which have been proved 

y the long description of history to be inseparable 
from peace, prosperity and all that will 
be left of intolerance will be the intelligent zeal for the 
triumph of truth and a reasonable devotion to the wel- 
fare of humanity.”
